Aberdeen  Proving  Ground,  the  Army’s  old- 
est active  proving  ground,  is  one  of  the 
world’s  foremost  research,  development,  test- 
ing, and  training  facilities  for  military 
weapons  and  equipment.  It  is  bounded  by 
the  Susquehanna  and  Gunpowder  Rivers,  the 
Ghesapeake  Bay,  and  the  AMTRAK  Railroad. 

The  US  Army  Garrison,  Aberdeen  Proving 
Ground,  is  host  to  and  provides  a full  range 
of  support  services  to  58  tenant  organizations 
and  26  private  organizations.  In  addition,  the 
garrison  provides  select  support  services  to 
31  satellite  organizations  in  both  GONUS 
and  OGONUS. 

APG  comprises  two  principal  areas,  separat- 
ed by  the  Bush  River.  The  northern  area  is 
known  as  the  Aberdeen  Area,  and  the  south- 
ern sector,  formerly  the  Edgewood  Arsenal,  is 
the  Edgewood  Area.  Many  of  APG’s  tenants 
are  located  in  the  Edgewood  Area  and  con- 
duct work  in  environmental  and  chemical 
arenas.  They  include  the  Ghemical  and  Bio- 
logical Defense  Gourmand,  Army  Environ- 
mental Genter,  Ghemical  Demilitarization 
and  Remediation  Activity,  Medical  Research 
Institute  of  Ghemical  Defense,  and  the  Genter 
for  Health  Promotion  and  Preventive  Medi- 
cine. 

While  actively  testing  military  hardware, 
environmental  protection  is  a major  concern. 
The  Proving  Ground  has  developed  an  envi- 
ronmental program  that  has  made  it  a haven 
for  bald  eagles  and  other  wildlife.

The  mission  of  Crane  Army  Ammuni- 
tion Activity  is  to  produce  and  renovate 
conventional  ammunition  and  ammuni- 
tion related  components.

Located  on  100  square  miles,  including 
more  than  60,000  acres  of  woodland  and 
sti'eams,  the  CAAA  was  established  in 
1977  as  a result  of  the  Single  Manager  of 
Conventional  Ammunition  concept.  The 
Activity  is  a tenant  at  the  Crane  Divi- 
sion, Naval  Surface  Warfare  Center  in 
Crane,  Indiana.

Fort  Indiantown  Gap  is  the  second  most  heav- 
ily used  Reserve  Component  major  training 
area  in  the  United  States,  with  abont  177,000 
soldiers  and  others  training  here  annually.

Rocky  Mountain  Arsenal  is  situated 
nine  miles  northeast  of  Denver,  on  27 
square  miles  of  prairie  land.

Programs 
known  as  Interim  Response  Actions,  or 
IRAs,  have  been  designed  to  solve 
immediate  environmental  problems 
while  the  final  cleanup  solutions  are 
determined.  A Record  of  Decision  is 
expected  in  1996. 

The  arsenal  is  a paradox.  It  was  formerly 
one  of  the  country’s  largest  wartime  pro- 
duction sites,  is  currently  one  of  the 
largest  Superfund  cleanup  sites,  and 
ultimately  upon  cleanup  will  be  desig- 
nated the  largest  urban  National  Wildlife 
Refuge.  More  than  230  wildlife  species 
live  at  the  arsenal,  including  mammals, 
birds,  reptiles,  amphibians,  and  fish.
